Be a good neighbor 


Line ups at the gates 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to preserve the spaces 
of those who line up early. 
You cannot save a space for 
others. Line ups will be 
patrolled by security 
volunteers. Numbers will be 
issued to those in line. 


Controlled entry 


This year, to alleviate the rush 
at the gates, patrons will be 
allowed entrance in groups of 
25 at one-minute intervals, 
and asked to walk. Gates will 
open a half hour earlier than 
last year, one hour before the 
shows begin. 





Blankets and tarps 


¢ Use only the space you 
need. Make room for 
others. Tarp sizes can be no 
larger than 8 feet by 10 
feet. 

¢ Take your belongings 
home with you at the end 
of the day. Any tarps left in 
front of the main stage 
overnight can be claimed 
the next day at the Journal 
Information Tent. 


¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed. 

¢ Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill only 
during inclement weather. 
Tents and lean-tos can be 
set up at the top of the hill.

around 


No parking 

There is no public parking 
close to the festival site. 
Vehicles parked in the 
Cloverdale community will 
be tagged and towed. Here 
are some alternatives:

t the Edmonton Folk 

Music Festival we are 
committed to accommodating 
the specific needs of people 
with disabilities, so they too 
can enjoy the festival with the 
least amount of hassle. 


The Access crew is available to 

assist people with disabilities, 

to answer questions and to 

make information available 

regarding: 

¢ designated listening areas 
for people in wheelchairs 


¢ program schedule in Braille 


® assistive listening systems for 
the hard of hearing 


The two-for-one ticket policy 
remains in effect for people 
who require the assistance of 
an aide. 


Wheelchair access 


Parking is available near the 
main gate for vehicles marked 
with wheelchair tags. Access 
crew volunteers are stationed 
at the main gate, Journal 
Information Tent and 
wheelchair sites. 


To better accommodate 
people who use wheelchairs, 
the festival has expanded the 
listening area west of the main 
stage. Power lines on site are 
also ramped or rerouted to 
reduce or eliminate other 
obstacles and allow the free 
movement of wheelchairs. 


In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers 
will assist people 
with disabilities off 
site or to 
sheltered areas 
as quickly and 
safely as 
possible. 
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Visual 


People with visual 
disabilities can ask 
for the workshop 
schedule in Braille 
or large print. There 
is also a tactile map 
available at the 
Journal Information 
Tent, east of the 
main stage. 











Hearing 


For festival goers who are 
hard of hearing: 


¢ magnetic induction loops at 
all performance areas 


¢ loop system receivers are 
available for those with no 
hearing aid or no t-switch. 
Receivers can be picked up 
and returned at the Journal 
information tent. 


The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. If you use a hearing 
aid equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch your 
aid to the “T” position. Then 
sit within 12 feet of the blue 
hearing access signs located in 
the centre of each looped 
area. Your hearing aid will act 
as a receiver; no other 
equipment is required.

Joan Armatrading 


Joan Armatrading’s rich, warm 
and remarkable voice blends 
perfectly with her brilliant 
guitar playing. Her music is 
effortlessly eclectic, with 
sounds ranging from folk to 
sophisticated pop, an apt mix 
for a performer born under 
the palms of the West Indies 
and raised beneath the 
smokestacks of Birmingham, 
England. By the early ’70s, 
Joan had moved to London 
and released her debut 
Whatever's for Us. The career 
that followed has seen the 
birth of classics — “Love and 
Affection,” “Down to Zero,” 
“Drop the Pilot,” “Me Myself 
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I” and “The Weakness in Me” 
— two Grammy nominations, 
18 gold records and 10 
platinum records in seven 
countries, by 1980, plus 
consistent critical acclaim. 

Her latest album, What's 
Inside, has hailed many 
praises. USA Today states “Her 
rich-timbred vocals and 
muscular guitar playing are 
the strength of this album.” 
The New York Times calls it “the 
more reflective tone of her 
best 1970s work.” The first 
single of the album, “Shapes 
and Sizes,” has made its way to 
the top of the Triple A charts. 

Armatrading’s influence 
over the past 23 years 
continues to be felt. Melissa 
Etheridge chose her “Love 
and Affection” for the finale 
of the first VH1 Duets, 
performing it with Joan 
Osborne, Jewel and Paula 
Cole.

The great-grandson of 
Iceland’s Poet Laureate, 
Stefan Stefansson, Bourne 
includes the venerable 
Tannahill Weavers among his 
musical roots, as well as his 
subsequent successes as part 
of Bourne and MacLeod. 

Johnson is a medal-winning 
classical violinist, also well 


versed in traditional styles. She 
began playing the violin at age 
three and started her 

professional career at age eight 
with the McDade Family Band. 

“Though the pairing of 
Bourne and Johnson might 
initially seem unlikely, they 
perform together as if they 
were born to do so,” says Sing 
Out. “Bourne is an excellent 
singer-songwriter, and in 
Johnson he’s found an ideal 
musical accomplice.” 

The uninitiated can look 
forward to various 
combinations of traditional 
folk, country, blues, bluegrass 
and swing jazz. 


Paul Brady 


Paul Brady’s musical 
beginnings resemble the setting 
for the Roddy Doyle novel The 
Commitments. Brady cut his 

teeth on Dublin R&B bands, . 
playing rhythm guitar and 
keyboards, and singing Ray 
Charles, James Brown, Muddy 
Waters and Howlin’ Wolf. 

Then Brady got caught up 
with the Irish folk bands 
riding the first wave of interest 
in traditional Irish music. He 
played with the Johnstons and

recorded seven albums as a 
member before joining 
Planxty, and then teaming up 
with Andy Irvine. 

Brady’s final efforts in a 
strictly traditional vein 
produced the solo album 
Welcome Here Kind Stranger to 
close out the ’70s. 

After that, Brady drew on 
some of his earlier influences to 
produce Hard Station in 1981; 
the album is now accepted as a 
classic of Irish rock. His 
subsequent four albums all 
topped the Irish charts, and his 
songs have been performed by 
everyone from Bonnie Raitt 
and Tina Turner to Santana 
and David Crosby. 
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The group come to 
Edmonton having performed 
at the Festival Du Voyageur in 
Winnipeg and the Festival Du

Bruce Cockburn’s 
prominence in the Canadian 
music world is so well- 
established that there’s a risk 
some of his early 
accomplishments may be 
overlooked. That would be a 
mistake since the awards he 
received for the first five years 
of his recording career would 
be enough to satisfy most 
musicians for a lifetime. 

In fact, those early years 
produced associations with a 
couple of other Canadian 
icons: movie maker Don 
Shebib and artist Alex 
Colville. Cockburn received 
the B.M.I. Award in 1971 for 


the soundtrack to Shebib’s 
classic Goin’ Down the Road (he 
also won the Juno for 
Canadian Folksinger of the 
Year in 1971, as well as for the 
next two years). Then, the use 
of Colville’s “Horse and Train” 
as cover art on the Night Vision 
album transported the 
haunting image across 
Canada; the album was 
certified Gold in 1979.

The Festival House Band 
contains what might be 
described as an embarrassment 
of talent. As this collection of 
musicians assembles to back 
headline artists travelling 
without bands, each is capable 
of performing almost anywhere 
he chooses, and some have 
fronted their own bands. 

Part of their success comes 
from the experience of Amos 
Garrett, who has played with the 
best of the best. He and his 
guitar have graced more than a 
few hit albums, and he’s toured 
with a stellar collection of 
performers, such as Paul 
Butterfield, Stevie Wonder, 
Bonnie Raitt, Long John Baldry, 
Emmylou Harris and Maria 
Muldaur. 

Rusty Reed has long been 
one of Alberta’s premier 
harmonica players. He’s led his 
own band, comprised a third of 
Triple Threat, and performed 
with such blues greats as 
Sunnyland Slim, Yank Rachell, 
Spencer Davis, Otis Rush and 
Long John Baldry.

Little did John Hammond 
know that a childhood spent 
listening to Howlin’ Wolf and 





Muddy Waters would some day 
lead him to walk on the same 
stage with those blues giants. 
A master of the Delta blues 
style, Hammond has moved 
with all the big names in the 
business and has performed 


on Hollywood soundtracks, 
including Little Big Man. 

Now, after 30 years 
travelling the world with his 
National steel guitar, 
Hammond has recorded 
dozens of albums and is 
influencing the next 
generation of blues lovers. 
“Going with the blues, I knew 
it was forever,” he says. “I 
knew that this is what I wanted 
to do for my life.” 


Paul Hann’s long recording 
career has taken a turn in 
recent years from its 
beginning in contemporary 
folk. Since the birth of his son 
turned his attention to 
entertaining kids, he has 
released three children’s 


albums and hosted his own 
children’s television show. 





After arriving in Canada 
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from England in 1967, Hann 
perfected his trademark style 
with the 12-string guitar.

Bert Jansch’s guitar style has 
been instantly recognizable for 
some 30 years, and his playing 
has influenced a host of other 
guitarists. For instance, Jimmy 
Page (yes, that Jimmy Page) 
has cited Jansch as his biggest 
single influence. No? Compare 
Jansch’s rendition of “Black 
Mountain Side” to Page’s later- 
released, “Black Water Side.” 

Regardless of who has 
incorporated his playing into 
whose work, Jansch has made 
his own way in a long and 
varied career. 





Jansch was one of the 
original ’60s British folk 
musicians, injecting blues and 
jazz sensibilities into 
traditional songs. He recorded 
several solo albums before 
forming Pentangle with John 
Renbourn and Jacqui McShee. 
The group disbanded in 1973, 
and he has worked within a 
variety of personnel 
configurations since.

Jay McShann is not just a 
bonafide Kansas City musician 
— he’s one of The Kansas City 
players and band leaders from 
the days when that city was a 
major American musical 
destination. During the late 
"30s and early 40s, McShann 
led one of the best blues- 
based big bands of the day. 
Members included such 
luminaries as Charlie Parker, 
Jimmy Witherspoon and 
Walter Brown; only Count 
Basie’s band approached 
McShann’s for popularity. 

Following World War II, 
McShann gave up big bands 
and put together a smaller 
combo, which included Jimmy 
Witherspoon. They played 
swing-flavored blues and R&B 
through the midwest and on 
the west coast until the mid- 
"50s and the emergence of 
rock ‘n roll. McShann gave up 
touring until the late ’60s, but 
has been an international 
fixture since then. 

Born in 1916, McShann’s 
roots extend deep into the 
history of blues, R&B and jazz. 
His piano and vocals have 
spanned a number of musical

eras, and he represents a vital 
and energetic link through a 
number of musical forms. 


Keb’ Mo’ (a.k.a. Kevin Moore) 
is a reborn Delta bluesman — 
reborn in the sense that he 
was born and raised. in Los 
Angeles and came to play the 
blues by a somewhat 


circuitous route. 


Early in his career he spent 
several years with Papa John 
Creach (Jefferson Starship and 
Hot Tuna violinist), when they 
opened for groups such as John 
McLaughlin’s Mahavishnu 
Orchestra and Loggins and 








Messina. He worked in a variety 
of types of music (including 
blues), played sessions through 
much of the ’70s and also 
began making a name for 
himself as a writer. 

Keb’s real springboard into 
the blues came in 1990 
through a Los Angeles theatre 
production, Rabbit Foot. They 
needed an African-American 
Delta bluesman, and, 
ironically, he’d just begun 
exploring the likes of Robert 


Johnson and Big Bill Broonzy. 


The production led to a few 
more similar projects, and he 
now writes his own material. 
His self-titled debut album has 
11 original songs and two 
Robert Johnson selections.

The mention of Indie 
recording labels conjures up 
musical images more 
commonly associated with 
grunge bands than established 
country artists.

Comprised of songwriter 
musicians who have been 
relatively successful with 
major labels, they've chosen 
to pursue their music on their 
own terms, rather than those 
prescribed by the traditional 
record company executives. 
Kevin Welch, Kieran Kane, 
Mike Henderson, Harry 
Stinson and Tammy Rogers 
have all enjoyed success in 
their own bands, or backing 
other performers. Fats Kaplan 
and Alison Prestwood are 
joining them on stage. 

Recall a half dozen Top 10 
Country hits by the O’Kanes? 
Or perhaps “Everyone Gets 
Crazy Now and Then” by Roger 
Miller? Collective credentials 
include playing behind artists 
such as Steve Earle, Rodney 
Crowell and Patty Loveless. 
Nashville may not be Austin, 
but these are musicians who 
share the same spirit.

Nineteen ninety-one was a 
red-letter year for Lester 
Quitzau, since it saw him share 
a Juno award for the Best Roots 
and Traditional Album for the 
Saturday Night Blues recording, 


as well as balance numerous 
radio, TV and theatre 
appearances. However, many 
bonafied folkies know that 
Lester goes back even further. 
He’s been writing, arranging, 
performing and recording 
traditional and original music 
for the past ten years. 

Both his interpretations of 
traditional classics and his 
originals are unique, and he 
shows considerable diversity in 
his stage performances. Small 
wonder that he’s been much 
sought after for music festivals 
across Canada, whether their 
focus is folk or blues. His work 
fits in all musical genres. 

James Muretich of the 
Calgary Herald speaks of 
Lester’s music as “blues 
stripped bare and beautiful. 
Acoustic. Raw. Passionate.” 
Holger Petersen of Stony Plain 
Records describes Quitzau as 
“one of the finest and most 
serious blues musicians.” 


Se eyat-Barcllits 


The blues has a history in 
Edmonton, and Lionel Rault 
deserves recognition as one of 
the city’s first-generation blues 
musicians. He was a founding

member of Pontiac, which 
used to play The Hovel about 
a quarter of a century ago. 
And many say Pontiac, as well 
as Hot Cottage, was largely 
responsible for establishing a 
live blues scene in this town. 

But don’t get caught up in 
his historical trappings; Rault 
has grown with the music. He’s 
still a blues guitarist, but he’s 
also a songwriter, and other 
influences —such as reggae, 
country, gospel and folk— can 
also be heard in his music. 

So, he’s played a variety of 
venues across Canada and the 
U.S., and can still be found 
laying down an acoustic set 
one week and doing a hard- 
rocking blues gig the next.

After 30 years in the business 
of blues, Duke Robillard spans 
the generations between 
legends like Muddy Waters 
and musicians who are 
moving up the ranks today. 
His whole career is a history 
lesson in post-war blues. He’s 
the man to whom Muddy 
Waters once said, “You know, 
Duke, if I had you, I'd rule the 
world.” Robillard’s command 
of blues guitar styles is known 
throughout the music business 
and has made him welcome on 
stage with the likes of Bonnie 
Raitt, Dr. John and Jimmie 
Vaughan. He’s even matched 





his guitar with that of the late 
Stevie Ray Vaughan, as a 
regular on-stage guest. 

Robillard founded a 
Roomful of Blues in the 60s 
and went on to the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds in the ’70s, 
always travelling, and 
performing at clubs and 
concerts around the world. 

His current band — Martin 
Ballou on bass, Martin 
Richards on drums and 
Gordon Beadle on sax — 
moves from jazzy numbers to 
R&B stompers without losing 
its wicked sense of swing. 


Tom Russell and 
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Country runs in the blood of 
Tom Russell, who grew up in 
California copying cowboy 
songs of the *50s. 

His career has taken him 
from seedy country bars in 
Vancouver to the recording 
studios of country greats. His 
songs have been recorded by 
Johnny Cash, Jerry Jeff Walker 
and Ian Tyson, while Russell 
himself was nominated for a 
Juno in the male country 
vocalist category in 1993. 

Russell is also sought after 
as a producer by the likes of 
Sylvia Tyson and Katy Moffatt. 
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CONGRATULATIONS! 
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His latest collaboration with 
Sylvia Tyson is literary rather 
than musical, a book entitled 
And Then I Wrote: The 
Songwriter Speaks. 

His recordings with soul 
singer Barrence Whitfield 
(Hillbilly Voodoo and Cowboy 
Mambo) and his tribute to 
Merle Haggard, Tulare Dust, 
recorded with 14 other 
songwriters, have all placed 
well on American country 
charts. Russell’s newest album 
is The Rose of the San Joaquin, 
released this year. Tom Russell 
is joined by Andrew Hardin, 
who just released his own 
recording, Coney Island Moon. 


Martin Simpson 


Martin Simpson is a guitar 
player’s guitarist. Martin’s 
consummate skill and the 
depth of his playing are 
overshadowed only by the 
“range of his material and the 
passionate expression he 
brings to each performance.” 
He explores and experiments 
to improve his art. 

One of Martin’s most 
memorable experiences was 
sharing a stage with the

Seeger clan — Pete, Peggy, 
Mike, Penny and an 
assortment of sons and 
daughters. 

Simpson’s varied musical 
vocabulary includes a smooth 
slide technique, thumpy 
English-style, propulsive finger 
picking and percussive 
technique. He’s widely known 
for interpretations of 
traditional and Celtic music, 
but American acoustic blues 
pervades all aspects of his work. 

This year Martin will be 
joined by fellow musicians 
who helped put together 
Martin’s brilliant blues album 
Smoke and Mirrors — Eric Aceto, 
Doug Robinson and Hank 
Roberts. 











Chris Smith 


Chris Smith approaches his 
songs from a personal and 
introspective angle. His slice- 
of-life lyrics translate well into 
exhilarating wide-open 
rockers and even poignant 
ballads. His songwriting is 
folk-rock based, with an 
honest edge. 





The Piemyn, his folk-punk 
band, released their first CD, 
Picasso Laughed. It is receiving 
critical acclaim and selling 
well. Chris also continues to 
pursue his first love, solo 
acoustic performing.

Laura Smith is a singer, 
songwriter and actress, most 
recently from Halifax, who’s 
established a national following 
— supported by her second 
album, b’tween the Earth and My 
Soul. From that recording, 
“Shade of Your Love” was a Top 
10 Canadian hit and her 
interpretation of “My Bonny” 
has drawn special praise. 





Smith began singing in 
London, Ontario coffee 
houses. A 1984 visit to Cape 
Breton lasted four years 
before she settled in Halifax. 

Her music has taken on 
some of the heritage of her 
new home, and her songs 


reflect life’s experiences. “I’m 
not a storytelling songwriter,” 
she says. “I don’t follow the 


‘tradition of telling stories 


about losing cows. I’m talking 
about being a person, having 
questions — I’m documenting 
being human.” 

Joining Laura are George 
Antoniak (electric, nylon string 
guitar), David Burton (drums, 
synthesizer), Lisa MacDougal 
(piano, accordion) and Bruce 
Dixon (bass). 


How did a young woman from 
Quebec end up fronting for a 
band devoted to the rhythms of 
West Africa? Check out Takadja 
and find out how a love of 


music brings people together. 
Group founder, Francine 
Martel, first heard the call of 
the drum 20 years ago and has 
since travelled to Guinea, 
Senegal and the Ivory Coast to 
learn from the masters. Oumar 
N’Diaye is a renowned dancer 
in his native Guinea who 
brings acrobatics to the stage. 
Other band members are 
Toumani Kouyato on the 
harp-like kora, Youssou Seck 
on doumdumba, Robert 
Lepine on the balafon (a 
relative of the xylophone) and 
Alassane Fall on guitar. 
Takadja — a word meaning 
to “vibrate while dancing” in 
the Guere language of the 
Ivory Coast — won a Juno this 
year for best global album. 
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Varttina (pronounced ‘VAR - 
tin - a’, meaning spindle) is 
touted as an early progenitor 
of “new Finnish folk.” The 
group was originally founded 
by Sari Kaasinen in 1983 as a 
women’s choir singing

Kaasinen reduced the group 
down to a female vocal 
quartet backed by an 
instrumental folk-rock sextet. 
Well-known in the 
European world music 
community, 1996 marks the 
group’s first Canadian dates, 
though it toured the U.S. in 
1993 and 1995. Albums have 


charted in Billboard magazine 
and landed on SPIN 
magazine’s Top 10 World 
Albums for 1993. 

Their 1995 album, Aitara, 
features mostly original work 
— largely by Kaasinen. 
Reviews describe the music 
this way: “instead of the stoic 
fatalism that marks most folk 
music, these songs burst with 
the energy and high 
expectations of women who 
accept no limitations.”

Gillian Welch and David 
Rawlings are performing and 
songwriting partners who are 
part of a movement bringing 
Nashville into the 90s. 


They moved to the home of 


the Grand Ole Opry in 1992, 
and, while country and 
bluegrass have long been 
important influences, Welch 
and Rawlings met at the 
Berklee College of Music — 
hardly a breeding ground for 
C&W. They reflect a new breed 
of country musicians who have 
expanded their “roots” to 
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Velvet Underground alongside 
Bill Monroe. 

“In some ways we are trying 
to be real traditional, like the 
Stanley Brothers,” Welch says, 
“but we necessarily miss the 
mark because we grew up 
listening to Neil Diamond.” 

So, who else would she get 
to produce her debut album, 
Revival, but T Bone Burnett?

Scott Wicken has travelled 
across Canada several times on 
Greyhound buses, taken a lot of 
notes and thought a lot. These 
thoughts became the brilliant 
little poems and songs, which 
Wicken performs in front of 
larger and larger audiences. 

In 1993, he recorded an 
independent cassette, Deeds of 
Dogs and Heroes, which he sold 
out, so he decided to record 
another one. In the summer of 
1994, Wicken recorded his new 
CD, Something Wicken This Way 
Comes. Guest musicians on the 
recording include Bill Bourne, 
Chris Smith, Shannon 





Cactus Gang, and others. 


As well as his frequent solo 
performances, which are a 
riveting mixture of spoken word 
pieces and songs, Wicken has 
been co-writing comedy with 
Three Dead Trolls in a Baggie 
and Jr. Gone Wild.

Dar Williams is a product of 
the New England folk scene 
who has gained a solid 
reputation on the strength of 
her songwriting, a three- 
octave voice, two albums and 
an extensive touring schedule. 





She’s garnered glowing 
reviews from just about 
everywhere; these credit her 
with acknowledging her folk 
roots while drawing freely from 
alternative music as well. Other 





performers mentioned in the 
same breath are Ani DiFranco, 
Heather Nova and Beck. 

Perhaps befitting her 
contemporary folk style, much 
of Williams’ success is 
attributable to the Internet, 
where she quickly became a 
favorite in the music chat 
zones. In fact, she has a fan-

Tim Williams 


Tim Williams has lived a 
number of musical lives, and 
he credits the Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival with a role in 
his most recent incarnation. 





His career dates back to 
southern California of the late 
60s, when he was a young blues 
player in the coffee house 
scene. By the time he was 19, he 
was opening shows for John 
Fahey and Hoyt Axton, and was 
on his way to a record deal 
before he reached 21. 

He continued to develop a 
reputation as a singer- 
songwriter multi- 
instrumentalist and moved to 
Vancouver in 1970. There he 


continued in the same vein, 
opening for the likes of Albert 
Collins, Lightnin’ Hopkins 
and Taj Mahal until the “disco 
drought” of the mid-’70s. 
Williams turned to country 

music and eventually left full- 
time performing for logging, 
ranch work and radio 
announcing. He kept his hand 
in with occasional weekend 
gigs until his appearance at 
‘the 1988 Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival appearance 
brought about a rebirth. 


Since then, he’s returned 
to the concert, festival and 
club circuit, both solo and as a 
member of Triple Threat.

While Victoria Williams’ gifts 
as a singer and songwriter 
have been vividly documented 
on two previous albums — 
Happy Come Home and Swing 
the Statue — ironically, the 
work that introduced her to a 
great many listeners barely 
featured the Lousiana-born 
artist at all. 

Sweet Relief, released in 
1993, was a collection of 
Victoria’s songs performed by 
more than a dozen of rock’s 
most respected performers: 
Pearl Jam, Lou Reed, Soul 
Asylum, The Waterboys, 
Matthew Sweet, Evan Dando 
of the Lemonheads, Lucinda 


Williams, Maria McKee, 
Michael Penn, The Jayhawks, 
Michelle Shocked, Giant 
Sand, Shudder To Think and 
Buffalo Tom. 

What these artists know — 
and more music listeners are 
discovering — is that Victoria 
Williams is a writer of craft 
and talent, an artist who, with 
vivid words and melodies, 
paints unforgettable pictures. 
Now driving that point home 
even more forcefully is Loose, a 
collection of songs which for 
many will serve as the real 
introduction to her 
remarkable talent. With 
Victoria performing her own 
material, the album offers 
more of her visionary 
songwriting. 


The members of Wolfstone 
like to describe themselves as 
sounding like “a collision 
between traditional dance 
band and grunge rock outfit.” 
In order to achieve such a 
sound (also described as 
“Celtic Grunge” or “Bagpipes 
with an attitude”), the seven 
Highland Scots meld 
traditional Scottish music with 
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contemporary rock. 

The group came together 
in the late ’80s as a 
professional dance band 
playing for the ceilidhs. 
Additional group members 
brought new sounds, and they 
now perform their own music, 
as well as continuing to adapt 
traditional Scottish songs. The 
musicians are: Duncan 
Chisholm (electric fiddle), 
Ivan Drever (vocals and 
acoustic guitar), Stuart 
Eaglesham (acoustic and 
electric guitar and vocals), 
Struan Eaglesham 
(keyboards), Moop Youngson 
(drums), Wayne MacKenzie 
(electric bass) and Stevie 
Saint (bagpipes and whistles).

A: one might wish for any 
17 year old, the 


Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
has grown and is maturing 
quite nicely. Following our first 
ticket sell-out in 1995, this year 
we sold out six weeks before 
opening night. Your 
confidence in our program has 
enabled us to change our focus 
from economic survival to 
long-term planning, the results 
of which should be evident to 
you all weekend long. 


From new policies on line- 
ups and tarps and renewed 
emphasis on our good neighbor 
policy, to the expansion and 
redesign of the site and the 
relocation of services, the 1996 
festival is planned with your 
comfort in mind. 


For your musical 
enjoyment, we’ve worked hard 
to improve the workshop 
areas. The most striking 
feature of the 1996 site design 
is the expansion west to create 
a new home for Stage 6. 


Relocating this workshop stage 


from behind the main stage 
will reduce the sound bleed 
dramatically and also ease 
congestion, allowing more 
space for the family stage and 
for seating on the hill in front 
of the main stage. For 
improved sound and sightlines 
at the workshops, we’ve also 
invested in six new green and 
white workshop stages. 


Musically, 1996 sees a 
return to our North American 
roots, with artists from 
Canada, Nashville and Austin 
being prominent. Bringing 
music from other parts of the 
world to the festival is proving 
to be a challenge, though one 
I hope to overcome for our 
1997 festival. 


It is my hope that the 
Gallagher Park roar at the end 
of a song could be matched by 
the Gallagher Park hush when 
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a song is being performed. 
Talking loudly with your 
friends while others are 
listening to the music is not 
appreciated. And for those of 
you being disturbed — why let 
a small loud group spoil your 
day? Ask your neighbors to be 
quiet, and feel free to involve 
our security if necessary. 


Our ticket prices are a 
source of great satisfaction to 
us and, we hope, to you. We 
know from surveys and phone 
calls that to many of you these 
four days of music rate as the 
most enjoyable and important 
days of the year. You have 
supported us, quite literally, 
through rain and shine. 


It is our policy to keep 
prices reasonable in all the 
festival’s revenue-generating 
operations. From t-shirts to 
beer, year-round concerts to 
weekend ticket prices, we aim 
to have our festival priced 
within the reach of all.

Having the festival accessible

can offer such a high level of 
artistry for only $17.50 per day 
(with kids, seniors and special- 
needs patrons given free 
admission) is due toa 
combination of factors: 


* artists continuing to 
recognize Edmonton as a 
special festival and playing 
here for less than their 
normal fees. 


* support from all three levels 
of government, as well as 
from numerous corporate 
sponsors. 


e the incredible dedication and 
hard work of our volunteer 
base — 1,500 strong. 


This weekend, have a good 
look at all the work done by 
volunteers. This festival would 
most certainly not exist 
without their support. 


Gallagher Park is 
wonderful because of its 
natural acoustic 
amphitheatres, as well as the 
sweeping vistas of the river 
valley and downtown skyline. 


I hope that one day soon 
the park can be even more 
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beautiful. If we can reach an 
agreement with the other 


stakeholders, we could further 


beautify the park by planting 
trees, shrubs and flowers. In 
short, let’s turn Gallagher 
Park into a garden. Ifa 
consensus is reached, fund- 
raising will follow.

CKUA PAVES THE -WAVES - 1996 Edmonton Folk Music Festival 





CKUA paves the ~waves 
for festival music

Scratch a long-time festival 
goer, and there’s a good 
chance you'll find a CKUA 
listener underneath, and vice 
versa — the two seem to go 
hand-in-hand. So, what are 
the origins of the relationship 
between the Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival and Alberta’s 
listener- and sponsor- 
supported radio station? 





“T don’t think it’s an, 
accident that there are so 
many good festivals around 
the province,” says festival 
producer Terry Wickham, 
“and CKUA has been there, 
supporting them along the 
Way.” 

Originally an Edmonton 
station (it began broadcasting 
province-wide in 1975), CKUA 
has contributed a-great deal 
to a local appreciation of 
non-commercial, festival-type 
music. Performers such as 
Tommy Makem and the 
Clancy Brothers, Jean Redpath, 
Pete Seeger, Dave Van Ronk, 
Sonny Terry&Brownie 
McGhee, Doc Watson and 
Stompin’ Tom Connors 
received little airplay — 


100 


except on CKUA. And asa 
number of those musicians 
made successful appearances 
at the festival, part of their 
popularity can be attributed 
to prior exposure on the 
station. 


The festival can claim an 
even closer link with CKUA 
through Holger Petersen. He 
was an original festival board 
member, eventually serving as 
artistic director before 
handing the reins over to 
Wickham. And while Petersen 
has earned a national 
reputation in the music 
industry, his roots are at 
CKUA. 


“I first discovered how 
special CKUA is in the mid- 
60s,” he says. “I remember 
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accidentally tuning into a 
blues program hosted by Sev 
Sabourin — an hour of music 
and discussion on the merits 
of Buddy Guy and Junior 
Wells!” 


Petersen would go on to 
influence his own audience, 
beginning in 1970, when he 
launched “Natch’! Blues,” and 
“H.P. Sauce.” For years the 
12:45 to 1 p.m. slot on 
Saturdays for “Natch’l Blues” 
was a dietary necessity for 
local music fans. The program 
has gone on to become 
Canada’s longest-running 
blues program. 

Early versions of the 
program ranged far and wide, 
introducing obscure and 
diverse performers. 
Traditional blues masters such 
as Johnny Shines and Yank 
Rachell (who eventually 
played the festival) were 
played alongside Ramblin’ 
Jack Elliott (another festival 
alumnus) and Clifton 
Chenier. 


And what many 
may forget is that all 
these musicians 
graced the lower end 
of the AM dial. In 
those days, CKUA 
was broadcast solely 
on AM, but out-FMed 
any station in the 
country. 


CKUA was also 
involved in the coffee 
house scene of the 
late ’60s and ’70s. 
Numerous 
interviews, live 
broadcasts and 
recordings were 
made from the 
original Yardbird 
Suite, the Barricade 
Coffee House and 
the Hovel; artists 
such as Bruce 
Cockburn, Ry 
Cooder, John 
Hammond and Valdy 


were aired then on “The 
Acme Sausage Company.” 


k.d. lang also has an early 
CKUA connection when she 
was interviewed and received 
some Of her first airplay. She, 
in turn, made her mark on 
the station. “To this day in the 
CKUA elevator there’s a small 
scratched message that reads 
‘Patsy lives,’” says Petersen, 
explaining that it dates from 
her first visit to play her single 
for Bill Coull. “k.d. will be the 
first to tell you that she grew 
up listening to CKUA and that 


it was a big part of her musical 


development.” 


Wickham considers the 
station a key musical resource. 
“It’s one of my main 
programming tools,” he says. 
“Some of the first times I hear 
someone is on CKUA, and I 
often check in with Cam 


Hayden or Cathy Ennis or 
Holger. They’re in tune, 
they’re spinning new music 
every day.”

Over the years, Hayden 
and Ennis have participated in 
Edmonton’s folk festival as 
main stage MCs, and Ennis 
will take her turn again this 
year. 





Further festival-CKUA 
connections come in the form 
of long-time volunteer and 
former festival board member, 
Tom Coxworth, who hosts “Folk 
Routes,” and long-time 
volunteer Andy Donnelly , who 
hosts “The Celtic Show.” 


Coxworth points out 
CKUA’s musical breadth — 
some 750,000 selections in its 
massive library — 
and adds that the 
station maintains a 
commitment to local 
musicians. 

“Alberta 
music has always 
been an integral part 
of CKUA,” he says. 
“Many rising Alberta 
performers and 
musicians made 
their radio debut on 
CKUA, and have 
played roles at 
various Alberta 
festivals.” 

For his part, 
Wickham says the 
good thing about the 
station is that you 
never know what 
you re going to hear 
next. “It may be the 
best music station in 
North America.”
